SAGA OF A SOLDIER-PUCKSTER

Possibly when Bob Carse was bom—some 26 years ago—Destiny pointed a 
finger at him and said: 

“October 12, 1944 ... is a date you’ll sometime have great cause to remember.” 

Today—and Rifleman Bob Carse, late of the Canadian army—realizes what the 
Fates had in mind. For on October 12, 1944, he was taken prisoner by the Germans. 

It was in the dusk of a Dutch afternoon that the Nazi closed in on the handful 
of men who had toiled all day to keep a crossroads clear. An expected Canadian 
attack through the ’roads had failed to materialize and the Jerries—who had spent 
the day shelling and pockmarking the farmhouse with rifle fire—stormed in for the 
kill. 

Inside the farmhouse two of the Canadians lay dead. Bob Carse and several 
others were suffering from wounds. Bren gunner Carse had been nicked 1 in the 
shoulder. His right arm hung helplessly by his side. Both Bren guns had bogged 
down. Along with his mates he was virtually helpless to withstand the confident 
Nazis. 

Shortly it was over . . . and seven of the Canadians marched off to German 
prison camps. 

For the next six months Carse was in and out of several hospitals . . . spent 
a miserable time of it in three different prison camps . . . was forced to cross 
Germany in a box-car while being moved from a camp near Hanover to one on the 
Silesian border . . . participated in a 400-mile forced march while still another 
change routed him to a camp near Frankfurt-On-Main . . . was finally seized with 
those sudden griping pains which precede the onslaught of dysentery . . . saw his 
weight drop to 110 pounds before the condition was arrested. 

In April came liberation ... he was flown back to England . . . shortly was on 
his way home to Canada. 

Briefly have we sketched the war experiences of the puckster-soldier whose name 
has lent tone and distinction to this memorial in honor of Junior league war casualties. 

It is fitting that Carse should) be highlighted tonight. 

He is a graduate of the Edmonton Junior circuit . . . and before that worked 
his way—as a member of Edmonton Athletic Club midget and juvenile squads— 
through the ranks. At 16 years of age he was showing splendid form while pitted 
against the generally older lads who manned the aggregations performing in the 
Junior loop. 

In the spring of 1939 he reached the goal—almost—of all junior hockey 
hopefuls. That season the E.A.C. survived western Canadian competition to gain the 
Memorial Cup finals. Had it not been for Oshawa . . . had it not been for Billy 
Taylor, particularly, Bob Carse might have been a member of Canada’s champion¬ 
ship club. 

It hardly needs repeating to point out that after this he embarked on a profes¬ 
sional puck career, spent largely with the Chicago Black Hawks. A first post war 
season finds him sparking Edmonton Flyers of the Western Canada League as senior 
hockey enjoys a revival hereabouts of boom-like proportions. 

So much for Carse’s hockey career. 

It is typical of the conscientious spirit which he brings to all his activities that 
Bob Carse is able to maintain a proper balance where the matter of this night’s 
memorial is concerned. The other day he put it this way: 

“I feel deeply honored about this whole thing . . . about being singled out by 
the Junior league heads in this fashion. At the same time I am entirely aware that 
my contribution to the war effort was insignificant compared with that of many 
who will be in the arena tonight. 

“There’ll be other ex-prisoners-of-war looking on who spent years—not months 
as I did—in those awful camps. Still more in the seats will bear the scars of wounds 
—scars to be carried along through life, in certain cases. My hat is off to all these.” 

He paused . . . then went on: 

“And I can’t forget the fellows who aren’t coming back. They gave it all 
. . . great former teammates or opponents like Mel Lunde, Mike Patrick, Harold and 
“Scotty” Sutton, “Happy” Douglas and others. 

“When I think of them . . . well . . . you can see why it’s easy to be humble 
about it all.” 

And he is, too. About everything he accomplishes. Which is probably why Bob 
Carse is such a popular individual wherever he hangs his hat.
